There Is Born Unto You 
This Day In the City 
of David a Saviour 
Who Is Christ the 
Lord. 





L. Arrington 
Christmas. This is probably 
a Catholic word that means 
Christ’s mass. 


On this day the Roman Cath- 
olics have three mass, one at 
midnight, one at dawn and an- 
other sometime during the day. 
These three mass are supposed 
to represent, what they call the 
three births of Christ. There- 
fore they are called Christmas. 

I don’t know why the protes- 
tants still call it Christ-mass 
when they have no mass. 

There are other words that 
would be more appropriate such 
as Christ’s birth or the Lord’s 
birthday. 

But regardless of what we 
call it, it is an annual festival 
held by the Christian church in 
memory of the birth of Christ. 
The whole of it includes two 
weeks, from the 25th day of 
December to the 6th of January, 
but Christmas proper is the 25th 
of December, which is supposed 
to be the day that Christ was 
born, but it is not certain that 
He was born on this day. 

Some say that He was born 
on the 20th of April, others say 

e 20th of May is His birthday, 

e others say that He was 
b on the 6th day of January, 
which we call old Christmas. 
The Eastern church used to 
celebrate this ‘as the birthday of 
Christ; but now practically all 
Christians celebrate the 25th 
day of December as the birth- 
day of the Lord.

We first celebrate New Year’s 
day, which is the first day of 
January, then we celebrate Geo. 
Washington’s birthday, which 
comes on the 22d of February. 
in honor 
of -the resurrection of Christ; 
then we~¢e¢lebrate the 4th of 
July because on tbat, day con- 
gress signed the declaration of 
Independence; we célebrate the 
4th Thursday in November in 
giving thanks to God for the 
temporal blessings, that He has 
given us during the year, and 
last but not least, we celebrate 
the 25th of December as being 
the day on which Christ was 
born, 

Of all the days we celebrate 
and hold sacred, none should be 
more sacred than this, fer this 
is among the most (if not*the 
most) important event that ever 
happened in all the world. On 
this day we should all fall on 
our faces before God and thank 
Him for this unspeakable gift, 
if one day should be kept more 
holy than another, surely it is 
this one; but alas this is not the 
case, I suppose there is more 
sin committed on this day than 
any other day in the year. 
Thousands of people take it as 
an occasion to gratify the lust 
of the flesh. Shame be upon 
ther.

(3) The holy Son of God 
died and made complete satis- 
faction to the Father, salvation 
is now offered to all.
